From big and little mosques one hears the Muezzin 
Sing his plaintive call to prayer from the minaret in 
Arabic five times a day. He says, ‘“‘There is but one God, 
Allah, and Mohammed is his prophet - Allah is Great’’. 
Most people accept their Moslem religion as the most 
important thing in their lives, second only to getting 
enough to eat! 

There are some pro-Chinese Communists but most 
Moslems care too much about their religion to accept 
Communism. A dictatorship in all respects controls the 
government. 

In Pakistan, there is no compulsory education but a 
few public schools take care of students who desperately 
want to learn. Only one in five can read and about 80% 
are illiterate in the country. 

Mrs. Bingham taught at the American school and lived 
at a college. She said she feels students from all over the 
world value learning highly. They have a desire to be of 
service in other areas, and they have pride in their 


country and a desire to help build a better world.
